from yesterday’s Critic causes much com- 
mentand uneasiness here: There can be 
no doubt that there are members of Congress 
who have more than acommon interest in 
the way stocks go.

Egypt. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 21.—All the French 
ships have left here, and the United States 
flagship has gone to Brindisi. The markets 
and Bourse are reopening for business. It 
will not be surprising if Arabi Pasha’s meas- 
ures in regard to the water supply of Alex- 
andria lead to an immediate advance of the 
British troops. Maj.-Gen. Alison telegraphed 
home for instructions. An Arab spy states 
the damming of the Makmoudieh Canal has 
flooded the country. The water in places is 
knee-deep, making the ground too soft for 
the movement of guns. A native has just 
been shot while attempting to set fire to a 
house in the center of the city. 

THE NATIVES INSOLENT. 

PoRT SAID, July 21.—Arabi Pasha, after 
the bombardment of Alexandria, spread the 
report that the English troops had been de- 
feated. The conduct of the natives conse- 
quently is very insolent. The position is 
critical. 

MASSACRES REPORTED. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 21.—A refugee from 
Cairo reports numerous massacres of Euro- 
peans took place on Monday on the outskirts 
of that city. Maj.-Gen. Alison will leave 
here to-morrow with a detachment of troops 
to blow up the obstruction in tae Mabmou- 


dich Canal. 
A FOOLISH LI&. 


ALEXANDRIA, July 21.—The official native 
report of the bombardment of Alexandria 
said that eight ironclads were sunk, two 
burned and four captured and that the latter 
would be brought to Cairo. 

ARABI’S PROCLAMATION. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 21.—On the evacuation 
of Alexandria Arabi Pasha issued the follow- 
ing proclamation: 

‘*Mudirs: At the Khedive’s instigation the 
English killed with sword and shotin re- 
venge the Egyptians who were left to guard 
the city. The Khedive remains at night with 
his women eflost among the English and re- 
turns to the shore in day-time to order the 
continuance ofthe slaughter. Therefore I 
issue my order to continue raising soldiers.’’ 

A second proclamation of Arabi Pasha 
Bays: 

“The Khedive has imprisoned his Ministers 
at Alexandria in order that they may be in- 
struments in English hands. The telegrams 
dispatched by Raghet Pasha, authorizinga 
cessation of the military preparations, were 
forcibly extorted from him, and are there- 
fore invalid. An irreconcilable war exists 
between us and the English.’’ 

MORE MURDERS. 

A letter from the Interior confirms the re- 
ports of massacres at Cairo and Damietta. 
At Caliub a family was taken from a railway 
train and put uuder the wheels. All em- 
ployes of the Cadostral Survey at Tantah have 
been killed, including two English engineers 
named Crowther and Macalan. A Sheik and 
Governor tried to save them, but were un- 
able. 


A Holy War Feared. 
Philadelphia Special to New York World. 

Rev. Mangazar Memgasarian, preaching at 
Bethany Presbyterian Church, said Arabi 
Bey was a patriot, and upon a juncture of his 
forces with the Prophet E!] Mehdi, which is 
sure to occur soon, 2,000,000 Arabs will spring 
toarms. The reverend gentleman is a native 
of this country and a graduate of Princeton 
College, but has long resided in the East. He 
said to the World correspondent that Arabi 
Bey’s part in the struggle in Egypt Was 
prompted by commendable and patriotic mo- 
tives. The real power in Egypt has been held 
by Engiand and France through their finan- 
cial agents, Who were sent there to see that 
Egypt’s debt to France aud England was paid. 
They practically governed the country 
through the control of its fiuances, drew 
enormous salaries and lived luxuriously. He 


did not believe the Sultan would interfere in 
Egypt. If he did he would do it unwilling- 
ly. He will not send Mahometans to fi it 

ahometans, The Turk is the everlasting 
enemy of Eagiand, as of ali other Christian 


naiions, and if the Turks go _ into 
Egypt they will unite with Arabi 
against the armies of Great Britain. 


It was wise that the Sultan bad not inter- 
fered in the Alexandrian struggie. “Before 
foreigners Came to protect us,” said Mr. Man- 
gasarian, ‘we had better peace and greater 
safety in the Kast than now, To-day there is 
a British Consul in every city in Turkey. 
Why? To protect Christians, but their pres- 
ence only stirs up the Turk. He looks at the 
elegant dwelling of England’s Consui; he 
determines to show Eagland that 
he is not afraid of her or her 
Consuls; he snatches up his sword, 
rushes into the street and plunges it into the 
first Curistian he meets.

If this is impracticable on account of the un- 
willingness of the Sultan to act it will be- 
come necessary to devise other measures. 
Her Majesty’s Government continues to hold 
the view thatan intervention should repre- 
sent the united actionand authority of Eu- 
rope. They have, in fact, no interests or ob- 
jects in regard to Egypt inconsistent with 
those of the rest of Europe or the Egyptian 
people. Their desire is that the navigation 
of the caval shall be unrestricted, that Egypt 
shall be well and quietly governed, free from 
the predominating influence of any single Pow- 
er, that the international engagements shall 
be observed, and that those British commer- 


cial and industrial interests which 
have been 50 largely developed in 
Egypt ehball receive due protection 


from outrage, a principle whieh is essential 
to our interests in all parts of the world.

Walsh’s Evidence Admitted—Congres- 
sional Proceedings— Washington 
Notes—Political News. 


Judge Wylie’s Walsh Decision. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Judge Wylie this 
morning delivered a decisio. upon” the 
question of the admissibility of the evidence 
of Walsh in the Star Route trial. He ac- 
knowledged that at the opening of the case 
he had believed the declaration of one of 
defendants would not be received until it 
had been shown that the declaration had 
been madein the furtherance of a conspir- 
acy, but in this offense the authorities all lay 
down the rule that it might be proved by the 
evidence of distinct, separate acts done by 
the different conspirators, and law|the allows 
all their acts, even declarations 
to be proved, if they are connected with the 
case. If they go towards making up the en- 
tire proof in tbeir collective form, their ad- 
mission is not irregular and the laws allow 
of their being proved. Now as regards the 
declarations or admissions of several parties. 
Of course they are not evidence against other 
parties, unless they have been done in fur- 
herance of the objects of the conspiracy. 


The law is very clear upon that point. He 
was of opinion the evidence offered was 
admissible, but as to the offer,

Witness re- 
pied he had supposed the expedition had 
been based upon the petitions filed. Brady 
replied that there was no use arguing the 
matter or feigning ignorance and told him it 
was his custom to receive twenty per cent. of 
the increase he ordered upon routes. Wit- 
ness then asked brady to make his statement, 
and he had been told his route 
bad been increased in round numbers from 
$74,000 to $135,975 per annum; 20 percent of 
this diff-rence, $60,000, for three vears, 
amounted in round numbers to $36,000. 
Brady also reminded him he bad been assess- 
ed for $8,000 for the Congressionai corruption 
fund. Brady said he (Walsh) must certainly 
expect to lose the balance of it. 

Witness had replied he had appeared be- 
fore the Congressional Committee, been 
thorocughiy examined, and did not feel as if 
be should pay this money. Brady 
bad further reminded him that he had made 
favor amounting 
to about $5,000 or 6,000. He said one-haif or 
some -uch percentage Was what he usually 
agreed upon as bis share of. these cases, and 
in the end he wouid see he owed bim(Braay ) 
some money.

DIED FROM STRANGULATION. 


Murderer Waish Executed in Brooklyn, 
New York, this Morning. 


NEw YORK, July 21.—James F. Walsh, 
the murderer of Barbara Groenthal, 
was executed in the Raymond Street Jail, 
Brooklyn, this morning in the presence of 
about 300 spectators. 

W ben the drop feil the knotslipped around 
to the back of Walsh’s neck and he died from 
strangulation. 

Joined His Victim.

NEW YORK, Juiy 21.—The Brooklyn police 
officiais have learned of the death of Andreas 
Fuchs, the murderer of William H. Simons, 
at the Auburn State Prison. The tragedy 
was committed in January, 1876, and was one 
of the most horrible ever recorded. Simons 
was a biackemith and machinist in a Wii- 
liamsburg foundry. Fuchs was a laborer in 
the same place. Eurly one morning in Janu- 
ary the head of the murdered man was found 
among some lumber in front of aship-vard at 


the footof Milton street, Williamsburg. Sus- 
picion rested on Fuchs, and when the police 


visiied his residence, a _ diiapida ed 
structure at the rear of No. 
98 North Third Street, they found 


ibe remainder of the body. The heart, 
kidneys, and lung cof the unfortunate man 
were stewing ina pan upon the stove. Sev- 
eral pieces of burned flesh were found 
Gimong the coals. The legs and arms were in 
a tub beneath the bed, and a quantity of flesh 
was salted down ina deep pau, while some 
was packed in a wash-bonler and covered with 
quicklime. Fuchs,ia his bioody work, had 
used au axe, asharp-pointed knife, saw and 
several other instruments.’ He admitted 
killing Simons, but claimed that he wa. jus- 
tified in doing so, because be found bim 
criminally intimate with his wife, Fuchs 
was tried and sentenced to the State prison 
for life. After serving some time in Sing 
Sing be was transferred to Auburn Prison, 
where he died of consumption. An investi- 
gation of the murderer’s brain after death is 
said to have revealed evidence of organic dis- 
ease.

THE GRANT REGIME. 


How A Scandal Wronzed the Wife of a 
Cabinet Officer. 
Washiagten Cor, Chicavo Times, 


A very interesting bit of social history was 
given tothe Times correspondent to-day by 
a former official of the Government who was 
associated for a aumber of years with Ex- 
Attorney General Williams. During Grant’s 
administration Mrs. Williams was the lead- 
ing lady inthe Cabinet, and her brilliant 
social qualities and positive ability made her 
very prominent. It was she who was credited 
with pushing so skilifully her husband’s 
political fortunes. Naturally she made a 
great many enemies. Every one who 18 at 
all familiar with the Grant administration 
will remember the anonymous-letter epis- 
ode. This followed after the Be!nap scan- 
dal. The first that was heard of It by Gen. 
Williams was throucn his wife receiving two 
scurrilious aud abusive letters, sent anony- 
mously through the Post-office. Mrs. Wiil- 
lisms carried these two!etters to her husband 
and showed them to him, ana asked him 
what she shoulddo. The letters contained 
vile attacks upon the private character of 
several of the ladies of the caninet,and made 
the most disgusting inuendoes coucerning 
Mrs. Williams’ own private life. Mr. Wil- 
liame said to his wife: ‘‘It bas been the rule 
of my life to pay no attention to anonymous 
letters, and I advise you to destroy them.” 
This Mrs. Williams did. Soon after this 
there was a meeting of the ladies of the cab- 
inet, calied by Mrs. Fish. Mrs. Fish said 
that she felt it her duty to bring these ladies 
togetber for the purpose of discussing cer- 
tain disgusting anonymous letters that had 
been written to ber. Thereupon all the reat 
of the ladies, with the exceptinn of Mrs. 
Williams, produced anonymous letters of a 
similar character. Mrs. Williams had de- 
stroyed her letters, and when she announced 
that she had destroyed them it Was 
noticed that a peculiar look ran around the 
circle.

A YANKEE IN EGYPT. 


Arabi Pasha Mentally Photographed by 
a Philadeiphian. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


In Cairo, to which ancient city the false 
prophet is marching his legions to join Arabi 
Pasba,on the 22d of February the Americans 
and Egyptians joined enthusiastically in cele- 
brating the anniversary of ashivgton’s 
pg Among the prominent natives was 
the Pasha who now leads the rebellious Arabs 
against the English, and of the Americans 
there was one Philadelpnian, Edward L. Wil- 
son, who had been journeying through the 
Roly Land, pressing into his service the Hast- 
érn sun and a camera to bring back to his 
native country some photographic views of 
Oriental interest for a book which he is to 
publish. 

‘“‘The Arabs,” said Mr. Wilson, vesterday, 
bronzed and bearded with travel, ‘‘are en- 
thusiastic over the Americans. On the occa- 
sion of the celebration an Egyptian band 
played all the American nationa! airs, fre- 
quentiv breaking into a spread-eagie speech 
with ‘Yankee Doodle,’ or destroying the fine 
point of an oratorical effort with a eudden 
outburst of ‘Hail Columbia.’ The Khedive 
was invited to join us in doing honor to the 
‘Father of bis country,’ but Tewfik couid not 
accept,so he sent Arabi Bey—Pasha, as he 
now calls himself—with several other army 
officers, 

‘‘Let me describe this man,” continued the 
artist, with his mind’s eys on a brain photo- 
graph of the rebellious Egyptian. ‘Picture 
a tall, heavy-faced man, sullen, swarthy, 
with only a pretty clear eye to soften the gen- 
eral harshness of expression and a black 
moustache to hide a not particularly finely- 
carved mouth. Hislogs are as unattractive 
as his face. The underpinning looks too frail 
for the rest of the body. Heiss buiky man, 
not pussy or Waistaffian in girth, but a broad, 
thick chested fellow, built on the lobster 
pattern. Take him from his heavy head to 
his spindle legs, Arabi Pasha rem'!nds one 
more of a negro than the agreeable and pleas- 
ant-faced genilemen one meets among the 
Arabs and Egyptian.’’ 

On the occasion of the celebration Mr. Wil- 
son said several young officers spoke loudly 
in their praise of Americans and talked as if 
they were postedin the history of the coun- 
try. Arabi made a brief extempore speech, 
in which Mr. Wilson said he talked as if he 
greatly admired Washington, and hoped some 
day to be the Washington of Egypt himeeif. 
His dress was slovenly on this occasion, and 
his manners were brusque and anything but 
attractive. ‘*Take him al!-in all,’’ said Mr. 
Wilson, summiogup his impression in eight 
words, ‘‘you would never notice him ina 
crowd. In fact,” said the speaker, ‘‘he has 
the air of a person who regards himself ae a 
very big Indian, an opinion a stranger would 
not be ukely to concur in by any means at the 
first blush.” 

In speaking of the wonderful influence 
Arabi exerts over his troops, Mr. Wilson re- 
lated a little story in which he explained the 
positive effects of the power certain of the 
priests have over the fanatical and supersti- 
tious peopie.

The Democratic Commit- 
tee on Constitutional Amendments reported 
adversely on the bill, but that placed itina 
position to be calied up for passage on any 
and alt occasions. The committee’s report did 
not dispose of it. Senator Walker 
privately polled the Senate and found enough 
Democratic anti-Probibitionists present and 
jeady to defeat the bill. It became necessary 
at this juncture to have the bill called up for 
final disposition and defeat, but in order to 


accomplish that object the opponents of the 
bill must votein the aflirmative to place it 


in a position to be killed. The 
minority could not call it uD, 
and vet this vote is designated 


by the Globe-Democrat as a ‘‘test vote.” 
Probabiy in the history of legislative bedies 
there never was a test Mude on the vote to 
take up a measure, In this instance Senators 
Cottey, Heaston. Dobyns (who reported ad- 
versely on the bill), Morrison and Walker 
yoted to call up the measure for final consid- 
eration, and this is the vote which is paraded 
as a ‘‘test.’’ Their action brought the

Discovery of a Prehistoric Monster in 
Indiana. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
VINCENNES, IND., July 21.—A party con- 


sisting of Prof. McCrary, president of the. 


Vincennes University, Dr. Robert Jessup, 
Mr. C. J. McCord, who brought the tusk to 
this city, Mr. Aibert Foulks, and a corre- 
spondent, left this city in a two-horse con- 
veyance for White River, where the mam- 
moth tusk was recently found, forthe pur- 
pose of making an extended search, in an en- 
deavor to find, if possible, other parts of the 
mammoth animalto which the tusk origin- 
ally belonged. The distance ~was about 
fifteen miles from this city. Arriving at the 
spot, which was atonce identified by finding 
a piece about seven inches long which had 
come off the large end of the tusk, 
the party proceeded to explore with 
shovel and pick for further develop- 
ments, but after a fruitless search it was 
given up. The spot where the tusk was found 
is one of romantic beauty. At the water’s 
edge is a flat rock surface, which extends di- 
rectly out into the river about seventy-five 
feetand is evidently growing in size each 
year, the water as it turns a bend in the river 
gradually washingout the bank, which for 
two or three hundred yards rises almost per- 
pendicularly above the rock below, a distance 
of fifteen or twenty feet. immediately above 
the spot were the tusk lay the water has 
washed the soil out sothat a good-sized tree 


on the top of the bank has half its roots ex- 
posed, and will undoubtedly fall at the next 
high water. It was thought by the party that 
the washings had left the tusk lying bare on 
the rocks, and that in all probability other 
parts would by digging be unearthed. 
Being disappointea in this, the party 
started on a search along the bank of the 
river, and upon reaching a large clump of 
wiliow bushes about an eighth of a mile be- 
low found a large amount of pieces of the 
tusk that bad evidently been caught and held 
by the bushes. Amony these pieces was one 
of considerable importance, it being the point 
of the tusk. This piece was about four 
inches long and about one and three-four:hs 
inches in diameter at the tip. This piece 
more strikingiy shows itself to be genuine 
ivory than other portions of the tusk, i: 
showing plainiy, in transverse sections, aif- 
ferent colored lines running in circular ares, 
and forming, by their decussations, minute 
lozenge-shaped spaces, these features being 
strikingly shown by the aid of the lens. 
What has been found tends to confirm pre- 
vious estimates of its leneth being betweea 
ten and twelve feet, while the weight would 
be from one-half to three-fourths greater 
than it now is, were it not owing to decom- 
position. If this theory be true, the tusk 
when sound would weigh between 150 and 200 
pounds. This,if the proportions were car- 
ried out, would make the animal from three 
to five times the size of *“*Jumbo,’’ and an 
elephas giganteus, or mammoth. It is be- 
lieved that an organized effort with profes- 
sional shovelers might secure other bones of 
the animal. The soil in which the tusk was 
found is a sticky gravel which contains some 
iron. The rocky bottom, which runs out 
into the river, seems to extend equally iuto 
the bank, and is gradualiy being uncovered 
and laid bare »y each succeeding rise of the 
river. The surrounding countrv is very low, 
swampy and uncultivated. After partaking 
of ajunch on the rocks the party started for 
home, which was reacbed at a iate hour last 
night. A good-sized piece of the tusk will 
be sént to Prof. Andrews of Chicago for his 
examination.

favor this national standard were very 
much surprised when tbey learned 
thatthe convention was being held yes- 
terday and that St. Louis had been invited to 
send delegates, but had refused to do so. 
They were not even aware that the invitation 
had been extended this Exchange,and the se- 
crecy with which the matter was treated by 
the parties who bad knowiledze of it caused 
them to talk rather indignantly about the 
childish way they said both the Exchange 
and the Convention had been treated, The 
greatest feeling on the subject was mani- 
fested by shippers and receivers.. They claim 
that St. Louis will eventuaily be forced into 


adopting this national standard in her own 
interest. A point made by one prominent re- 
ceiver and shipper ix that if St. Louis main- 


tains her present grade of No. 2 
red wheat, which, undeniably, is 
a better grade of No. 2. winter 


than that of any other market in this country, 
her receiving trade wil! be materialiy cut Inte, 
as the country shippers will hardly send 
wheat to this market that they know will in- 
spect No. 2 anywhere else, but would not 
inspect over a No. 3 here. With one of the 
finest crops in quality this country ever had, 
St. Louis has this year rigidly held her stand- 
ard of inspection up high and far above last 
year. To prove this the fact is pointed to 
that while the quality of this year’s crop is 
tine, yet the inspections of No. 1 here this sea- 
son have been really insignificant. The 
country shipper, if he has alow grade of 
wheat and a good grade, will mix 
them together. and, knowing that this mixed 
wheat will go No. 2 in Chicago, Toledo, New 
York or any other market except St. Louis, 
will hardiy send it here, but wiil ship it 
around St. Louisa to one of these other mar- 
kets. 

Another member, ard one who is interested 
in both milling and shipping, besides being 
a large receiver, expressed himself as being 
decidedly in favor of this national standard. 
He thought that the grade of No. 2 red win- 
ter here should include all good, dry, clean 
and sound wheat as No. 2, taking in both the 
long and «hort-berricd wheat and mixing 
them together; then make a gradeof No.1 
that would do for milling and for export. 
This No. 1, of course, could be applied upon 
contracts in case cf a “corner,” and 
the knowledge of this fact would lessen the 
chance of a ‘‘corner” also. The mixture of 
long and short-herriedwheat would naturally 
decrease the supply of the speculative grade

The Character of McGindley Dis- 
cussed Again. 


The Ex-Candidate for Congress Relates 
His Expezience With the 
Barrister. 


Depositions in the Artold-McGindley sult 
were rendered iuteresting to-day by the tes- 
timony of Henry Ziegenhein, vice-president 
ofthe Lafayette Bank, Republican aspirant 
for Congress and ex-carpenter. As the 
Old staunch fried of McGindley, Ziegenhein 
stuck closely to him until the rumor was 
circulated that MeGindley was about to leave 
the city. Then they had a settlement of

overboard. The first witness examined this 
murning was William Nestler, bookkeeper 
forjH. L. Niedringhaus, furniture waie- 
house, 1008 and 1005 Franklin avenue. 

Tne bookkeeper testified that H. L. Niea- 
ringhaus did not owe Mr. Operhelman, his 
father-in-law, anything, nor did he ever en- 
gege McGindley as counsel to file an answer 
lo apy garnishment. By the grossest mis- 


representations McGindley obtcined 
three years azo witness’ signa- 
ture to a very innocent-looking 


document during the absence of Mr. Nied- 
ringhaus from the city. He produced the 
document as evidence of his engagement as 
counsel in the suit against H. L. Niearing- 
haus. This suit he instigated to offset a coun- 
ter-suit which was about to be brougatfor a 
bill of furniture which McGindiey bad 
bought, but had not paid for. The outcome 
of the affair was a judgment against McGind- 
ley, which he has evaded by leaving the city. 
Henry Ziegenhein testified: Iknow Mec- 
Gindiey, and have known bim for tweive 
years. His reputation is bad. I would not 
believe him under oath. As my attorney, be 
has nottreated me properly. In 1881 Mece- 
Giodley was my aitorney and bad 
been for some years. Toward the falilI no- 
ticedin the newspapers that suit had been 
filed against me by Rene Beauvais and tev- 
eral otber parties. I drove cut at once to 
McGindiey’s residence. i called a second 
time, for the gir! said that he was not 
at bome at the first call. McGindley 
kept me waiting {>: some time, and when he 
gid appear he ws very excited and said: 

I said: “Well, 
Mac, whatisit?’ He said that bis wife was 
in a serious condition. There were three doc- 
tors in consultation up stairs. He trembled 
and shook like some one suffering from 
chilis. I said I would not wait or worry him, 
but handed hima slip of the newspaper. He 
read the account of the suit and said, “This 
is an exhibition of malice toward 
me because I kicked  tbis party 
down stairs a few days since. Do not bother 
about it. I will attend to this thing in a few 
days.”? A shorttime afterwards at his office 
McGindley said. nc | can fix that 
suit matter for $50. ? de- 
clined to have anything to do with any 
payment of money. McGindley then said: 
“Well, never mind! I will eee to it any- 
how.” Subsequently I was told that the suit 
was brought at McGindiey’s instigation; he 
had been trying for some time 
Lo ret the suit brought. 
J.P. Beauvais, brother of Rene, subsequent- 
ly came to the Lafayette Bank and said that 
he had seen Rene Beauvais, who told him 
that he had nothing to do with the filing of 
the suit.

Iam unable to see any proper interest taken 
either by the press, the politicians or the peo- 
ple of the State in the question of who skall be 
Superintendent of Public Schools for next 
term. This question is of far more importance 
than thatof whoshall be Supreme Judge or

COLLEGE OF ROSICRUCIANS.

ramuses or bigots, andthe object of the col- 
lege is to band men togetherto inquire into 
nature and nature's laws. For instance, & 
certain subject is given out, and at the next 
meeting the professors will have written up ail 
the information they can get or all the ex- 
periences they have had, or discoveries they 
have msde tbrough science, dreams, visions. 
‘‘We are progressing steadily and the col- 
lege will be founded. Friends will contribute 
liberally, butit will be se:ae time before we 
will be in position to institute the college. We 
can get help from England in this. 1 think 
Mr. Churchill is a retired merchant, while Mr. 
Dawson is an Episcopal clergyman, now 
pastor of achurch in Manchester.’’ 

‘*Do you propose to havea church where 
the college is started?’’ 

‘*We do, and there the people cam hear our 
moral and religious teachings. All members 


are first received for six months 
upon probation and under instruc- 
tion. From church members suitabie 
persons are selected for the circles, 


from the circles members are selected for the 
classes, trom the classes they become pupils. 
After that they become scholars, then adepts 
and then professors of the different arts and 
sciences.’’ 

‘*What will be the church creed?’’ 

**We are not creed bound. I was raised an 
Episcopalian from one of the best Anglo-Saxon 
families, but 1 was taken up with this subject 
before I lett the North of Ireland, where I was 
born. The order will have a ritual of fts own, 
which must be strictly followed,’’
